ON OPEN SHOP WAR 


More Atlanta Workers’ 
Contracts With Employ- 
ers Expire—May Join 
Strike Here. 


Officers of all union locals and all 
delegates to the Atlanta Federation 
of. Frades will. gather this after- 
noon in the.,Labor temple at 3 o’clock 
to combat the “opén-shop” cam- 
paign that is being waged by the 
Employers’ association. 
bricklayers, stone masons, electri- 
cians and other-crafts in the build- 
ing trades, expired May 1, and in 
inticipation ofarefusal of the con- 
tractors and employers to sign new 
and 
with “closed shop” clauses, it is 
predicted that... several... thousand 
members of the building trades will 
refuse to return tp work, joining 
the plumbers, glassworkers, paint- 
ers and decorators and others who 
have been on strike since the first 
of April.

In case the closed shop contracts 
are insisted upon by the unions, and 


a refusal of thé employees to sign, 


such contracts, a strike will be pre- 
cipitated, it is* believed, that will 
completely arrest ‘building opera- 
tions in Atlanta. The fact that all 
the heads of the various unions will 
come together this afternoon to de- 
vise means for resisting the “open- 
shop” campaign, is taken to indi- 
cate that the building crafts will 
have the moral support of all or- 
ganized labor in Atlanta, and it is 
also believed that all unions in the 
city will eventually become involved 
in the struggle for a closed shop: 

The meeting for this a ttapniies 
was called by George F. Haney, pres- 
ident of the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades, after having received the 
unanimous consent of the) delegates 
that such a meeting of protest 
should be convened. 

The ‘call includes an invitation to 
all the officers of unions affiliated 
with the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades, as well as_ the railorad 
unions and others not connected with 
the contract labor body of this city. 


Sixty Unions Here, 


There are in Atlanta about 60 
unions affiliated with the Atlanta 
Federation of Trades. These, in- 
cluding the building trades, which 
has several thousand members, the 
street car men, the firemen, the 
school teachers, the railroad shop 
crafts and various other crafts and 
callings, swell. the-total.of mémbers 
affiliated with the federation to 
something like 12,000 or 15,000: peo- 
ple. Outside the federation are a 
number of frailorad bretherhoods 
which have a very large combined 
membership. Exact figures are not 
available, but there are believed to 
be at least three thousand members 
of the railroad unions and other lIa- 
bor bodies that are not connected 
with the central body. 

While. no statement has been 
given out by the Employers ’associa- 
tion, the organization that is making 
a determined fight for “open shop” 
conditions in Atlanta, it is believed 
that this body will stand by its 
guns, and that as a result of an 
equal determination on the part of 
organized labor for the “closed vga

Washington, May 1.—Senator 
Johnson now faces the most fate- 
ful week of his campaign. pai en 
day he contends with Wood in ry- 
land, and Maryland furnishes him 
with his last chance to demonstrate 
that he can get votes in the east. 
\From Johnson’s point of view that 
is all-important. His strength in 
the middle west and vaest unques- 
tionable. He has demonstrated it 
under gircumstances of severe han- 
dicap? But Senator Johnson Knows, 
and everybody else must know, that 
he cannot be nominated, nor even 
come close to the nomination, with 
western backing alone. He must 
show that he can get votes in the 
east. 

Not only is the Maryland contest 
on Monday impor‘ant to him in this 
respect. In addition it is another 
example of what.he welcomes— 
namely, a straight-out contest be- 


cated by other candidacies. The ini- 
tial hope and motive of Johnson’s 
campaign has been to contend with 
Wood for the Roosevelt mantle; to 
prove that he and not Wood is the 
true heir to the Roosevelt follow- 
ing. Wherever a situation permits 
him fo fight a clean-cut battle 
against Wood, unmodified by other 
candidacies, he welcomes it. The 
outcome in Maryland will be of 
great importance to him. 
California’ Primary. 

The next day, Tuesday, May 4, is 
for Johnson the most deéisive day 
of the campaign. On that day come 
the California primaries. If John- 
son should lose his home state it 
would deprive him of substantially 
all the prestige that he has so la- 
boriously built up. The fight there 
is a clean-cut one between himself 
and Hoover. Before Hoover made 
his decision to enter the republi- 
can campaign Johnson had the com- 
fortable feeling of undivided sup- 
port from*California. The two fac- 
tions in the republican party in 
California, if they had not healed 
their differences, had at least come 
together* behind a “native son”’— 
and “native son” is a word to con- 
jure with in California. Johnson’s 
old progressive supporters in the 
state were marching hand-in-hand 
with his bitter enemies. The very 
individuals whom he had fought 
throughout his'political career were 


on his vist of deTezates. Hoover's 
entry broke all this up. At the 
time oover first made his an- 


nouncement, Johnson’s friends in 
Califprnia regarded is as so seri- 
ous that they implored him to ¢éome 
back and make a personal campaign 
Min the state in order to keep his 
delegation in. line. Johnson, for a 
time, considered doing this. The 
fact that he has not done it demon- 
strates that he must lately have 
acquired confidence in the probable 
outcome there. _ 

If Johnson should lose in Califor- 
nia that outcome would affect not 
only Johnson’s position in the cam- 
paign but Hoover's also. In propor- 
position it would elevate Hoover's. 
If by any chance Hoover should roll 
tion as it would diminish Johnson's 
up a victory in California it would 
give him a changed and immensely 
elevated position in the campaign 
as a whole. 

Race in Indiana. 

On the same day as the California 
primaries come the Indiana prima- 
ries.

“Red” Outbreaks Predict- 
ed by the Department of 
Justice Failed to Mate- 
rialize. 


PRECAUTIONS TAKEN | 
IN NUMEROUS CITIES 


But No Disturbance Oc- 
| curred in Any Section. 
Several Strikes Were 
Instituted During Day. 


Washinzton, May 1.—Plans of 
radical leaders for nation-wide May 
day demonstrations, involving 
Strikes and destruction of more 
than a score of federal and state 
officials, fell flat, reports to the 
department of justice tonight indi- 
cated, _ ; 

Extra precautions taken “by fed- 
eral and state authorities to block 
the radicals’ widely disseminated 
appeal for a “May day show of 
power,” were described at the de- 
partment as decidedly successful. 
Publicity given by the department 
to the radicals’ plans in advance 
also was held to have had a large 
part in thwarting disturbances, 

Reports to the department men- 
tlioned“a number of strikes insti- 
| tuted during the day, but in nearly 
every case the reporting agent em- 
bhasized that the walk-outs were 
local in natlre and.due to the reg* 
pUlar ‘May day expiration of wage 
contracts, 

The appeal of “show of power,” 
the cry of the radicals for a dem- 
onstration to the government § in 
behalf of Soviet Russia also was 
without avail, the reports indi- 
cated. Speeches and demands that 
the United States resume elations 
with Russia were made at meetings 
in several cities, Assistant Attorney 
General’ Garvan declaréd, but the 
net result was negligible. 

To Maintain Guards. 

Despite the fact that there were 
no feports of attempted assassina- 
tions of the public officials, marked 
by the radicals, it was said tonight 
that the government intends to 
maintain its guards over the per- 
song threatened for sometime. Mr. 
Garvan pointed out that, foiled by 
government agents the designated 
assassinators might postpone their 
work until later. 

The association of Harvard clubs, 
in annual convention here, paraded 
through the streetg today flying} 
the Harvard crimson at the head 
of its motor train, on the way to 
the Naval academy at Annapolis. 

Immediately the department of 
justice and police headaquhrters were 
deluged with telephone reports of 
a “red” May day parade in the heart 
of the national capital. 

Hasty investigation by the au- 
thorities quieted the fears. 

NO: TROUBLE 
IN THE EAST. 

New York, May 1.—May day came 
and passed without disordér, bombs 
or bloodshed in New York or the 
rest of the east. . 

Not since the war, however, has 
this city been under such heavy 
guard. With the warning from At- 
} torney General Palmer that an- 
archistic demonstrations might be 
expected here, the police force of 
11,000 was held ready for any 
emergency, federal agents kept ex- 
tremist leaders under surveillance, 
ammunition was issued to troops at 
Governor's island, and preparations 
were made to call out the state’s 
military forces if needed. Public 
buildings, railroad properties, 
churches and the homes of public 
officials and leadings citizens were 
under constant guard. 

While thousands of boys were 
marching down Fifth avenue in a 
“loyaity parade,” thirty May day 


meetings were being held through- 
out the city, all “covered” by fed- 
eral agents. 

One open-air gathtring of social- 
ists was dispersed in Rutger square, 
where a clash with the police oc- 
curred last year.

At Neuilly there were numerous 
arrests of demonstrators who were 
barred from the city and who 
stopped automobiles and broke 
windows. In Paris a gun store was 
pillaged and a number of revolv- 
ers and rifles stolen. 

In Paris the first clash between 


republican guards, police and May 
day manifestants occurred at 3 
o’clock this afternoon on the Boule- 


Two shots were fired during the 
melee, and several persons were 
wounded. 3 

The clash was brought oa by the 
presence of students from the 
schools who acted as drivers on 
the ‘auto-busses, replacing the 
striking drivers. 

Toward 3 o'clock crowds along 
the route of the automobiles began 
jeering the student drivers. They 
then began stoning the windows cof 
the automobile buses, spitting in 
the faces of the drivers, whose buses 
had been stopped by the jam of 
people in the streets. 

The crowds grew until they num- 
bered 2,000, bringing the auto-bus 
service entirely to a halt. A small 
cavalry patrol came up, but was 
unable to deal with the crowd, 
which continued stoning the vehi- 
eles until drivers and passengers 
abandoned the buses in the streets. 


Slashed With Sabres. 

A patrol of republican guards, 
with a force of extra policemen, ar- 
rived on the scene. The crowds 
drew back and then came forward 
again. The police then rushed upon 
a number of manifestants, striking 
right and left with sabres. Sev- 
eral persons were wounded, some 
arrests were made and two shots 
were fired. At this hour (3:50 p. 
m.) street ‘traffic had been entirely 
suspended at this point. 

The police early began to use 
flying squadrons of from twenty 
to one hundred men all along the 
boulevards.to break up the conges- 
tion. The crowd in most instances 
was good natured. 

There were a number of fist 
fights along the boulevards, but the 
police did not interfere. 

Advices from Strasbourg stated 
the situation was very good, as la- 
bor unions decided not to call out 
their men. Railroad employees at 
Lille decided to stop work, but citi- 
zens formed an organization to op- 
erate public. services. 

Throughout Paris all shops and 
cafes remained closed and partial 
service was maintained by the sub- 
way and motor buses.

radicals were being blocked by

outright and cancelled deportation 
warrants of sixteen hundréd for- 
eigners arrested by the department 
of justice, and whose /deportation 
had been approved by officials of 
the immigration bureau. 
Representative Davey’s attack on 
Post was made behind closed doors, 
but Chairman Campbell announced 


jit was not planned to continue the 


inquiry in executive session. He 
said the committee would meet 
agan Monday to determine its fu- 
ture procedure. 

Mr. Davey said he told the com- 
mitte that Post’s actions were giv- 
ing every possible aid and comfort 
to avowed enemies of the country 
and blocking the fight against an- 
archists in. America. 

Besides releasing arrested aliegs. 
Post, Davey. said, had deferred final 
action in many cases from three to 
six months, meanwhile permitting 
the accused to move about the coun- 
try without surveillance. 

The Ohio representative said Tom 
Miliouskas, arrested by agents of the 


department of justice as an alien 


member of the communist party, 
was released by Post early this 
week, and three days later he was 
distributing circulars in Milwaukee 
urging a general May day strike, 
praising the soviet form-of govern- 
ment and demanding a revolution in 
the United States. 

A mass of literature of the com- 
munist party, the communist-labor 
party and the I. W. W. was exhib- 
ited tothe committee by Mr. Davey. 
Among the exhibits, he said, was an 
editorial from a recent issue of The 
New York Volks Zeitung, praising 
Post for his attitude toward alien 
deportations and predicting his 
“lynching” by congress.

A storekeeper who had built out- 
side his shop a representation of a 
prison wall, with a photograph of 
Eugene V. Debs behind the bars, 
was ordered to dismantle the dis- 
play, and a crowd that had gathered 
was dispersed by the police. ; 

Two-thirds of Kansas miners 
were reported idle today. Handbilis 
purporting to bear the May-day 
proclamation of the central execu- 
tive committee of the communist 
party of America were found on 
Aurora, Ill., doorsteps today. They 
lauded bolshevist rule in Russia and 
urged American workerrs to “join 
in the revolutionary struggle.” At 
Tulsa, Okla., aerial police guarded 
the city and nearby oil refineries.

QUIT IN CANADA. 

Toronto, Ontario, May 1.—May day 
activities in Canada were featured 
by a strike of 15,000 coal miners-in 
the Nova Scotia district, the men 
gutting work as a protest against 
the refusal of the authorities to re- 
lease the Winnipeg strike leaders on 
bail, pending the hearing of their 
appeal to the higher courts. 

In Winnipeg a great labor demon- 
stration was held as a protest 
against the imprisonment of the 
strike leaders. Processions were 
held and there was considerable 
speech-making in the public squares, 
but throughout the day the crowds 
were orderly'in all parts of the city. 

Little interest was manifested by 
workers in what had been planned 
to be a monster demonstration -in 
Toronto. As a result, the demon- 
stration was confined to a meeting 
in the public park, where addresses 
were made by socialist leaders.

ATLANTIC FLEET 


As It Steams Into New 
York After Winter Drill 
in Guantanamo Bay. 
Daniels With Fleet. 


New York, May 1.—The sun came 
Out from behind the clouds, fort 
guns flashed flame, harbor craft 
screeched a welcome and a squad- 
ron of seaplanes roared overhead as 
the Atlantic fleet steamed into New 
York harbor today. after a winter 
drill in Guantanamw pay. 

On_.the shores New York’s millions 
fought for a place on the water 
front to view the great naval pro- 
céssion—a procession in which Sec- 
retary Daniels, on the bridge of 
the flagship Pennsylvania, played 
a leading part as commander-in- 
chief of the navy. Cheer after cheer 
was raised for the 25,000 jackies 
who in a few hours would be en- 
joying the city’s welcome in the- 
ater, club and cabaret. 

It seemed as if nature were bent 
on doing her part in welcoming 
the sailors, for hours before ar- 
rival of the fleet the Narrows had 
been shrouded in mist, but just as 
the great flagship thrust her bow 
into the harbor’s entrance,. the 
heavens cleared. 

Behind the Pennsylvania, battle- 
ships, cruisers, destroyers and ten- 
ders, in apparently an endless chain, 
Slipped link by link through the 
Narrows—a long line of fighting 
Sray. As the head of the line pass- 
ed the Statue of Liberty, the 
throngs on the New York and Jer- 
sey shores caught their first glimpse 
of the floating fortresses,: encircled 
by planes which at times dipped to 
within a few hundred feet of the 
water. 

_ Onward .steamed the fleet, pass- 
ing through a lane of harbor craft 
which rode at anchor on either side 
of the moving column. The welcom- 
ing craft, flag bedecked, expended 
pound after pound of steam in rau- 


{cous greeting, jets of whitish vapor 


shooting upward from their whis- 
tles in what seemed a never-ending 
stream. 

Still further steamed the war- 
ships, past the battery and into 
the Hudson, where one by one they 
came to anchor with the precision 
of. the great fighting machine of 
which they are a part. 

The Pennsylvania was bedecked 
with the flags of navy notables. 
Besides the pennant of the fleet 
commander, Admiral Henry B. Wil- 
son, she flew the flags of Secre- 
tary Daniels, and Admiral Robert 
E. Coontz, chief of naval opera- 
tions. 

-The battleships Arizona, Nevada, 
Oklahoma, Utah, Florida, Delaware, 
and North Dakota followed the 
Pennsylvania up the river and the 
Columbia led the cruisers in the 
wake of the battleships. 

After the fleet anchored in the 
Hudson, extending in a line about 
eight miles long, Secretary Daniels 
and his staff had luncheon aboard 
the Pennsylvania and with staff of- 
ficers of the fleet before going to 
the navy yard to inspect the new 
battleship Tennessee, which was 
launched a year ago and now is 
nearly complete.

JAPS AID IN BATTLE 
AGAINST BOLSHEVIK 


Viadivostok, May 1, — Severe 
fighting is in progress at Chita, 
Trans-Baikalia, between the forces 
of General Voitzekoffsky, the sole 
remnant of Admiral Kolchak’s 
army in Trans-Baikalia, and the 
opposing bolshevik faction, accord- 
ing to reports from a Russian 
source. The Japanese are declared 
to be supporting General Voitze- 
koffsky. é; 

The Japanese representative here 
declares that action of the Japa- 
nese troops has been sanctioned by 
the allies. Japanese reinforcements 
are constantly arriving in Vladi- 
vostok. 


The latest reports concerning the 
army of General Voitzekoffsky, 
contained in a Harbin dispatch 
dated March 25, said its position 
called for serious consideration. 
Tens of thousands of his men and 
several thousand officers, the dis- 
patch added, were anxious to leave 
the bolshevik territory. The. con- 
sent of the Chinese and Japanese 
to their exodus had to be obtained, 
however, and the attitude of the 
two countries had not at that time 
heen defined. A gold reserve at 
Chita amounting to fortv million 
gold rubles was at the disposal of 
the general, according to the dis- 
patch. 


WIFE MURDERER 
VOWS TO LOCATE 
GRAVE OF VICTIM 


Los Angeles, Cal., May 1.—Walter 
Andrew Watson, who is alleged to 
have married a score of women 
and confessed that four of them 
died vfolent deaths, protested today 
to officers that he had told them 
the truth as to the loca/’on of the 
grave of Nina Lee Deloney, with 
whose murder he is formally 
charged. = 

“I hope you will believe me,” he 
said to officers who have _ been 
searching in vain for the grave in 
a desvlate portion of eastern San 
Diego county. “If I were stronger 
I could go to the place with my 
eyes shut,” he added. 

Wateon then told the officers of 
three trips to the grave made after 
he slayed the woman with a ham- 
mer on the first day of their honey- 
moon trip, according to an alleged 
confession made Thursday night. 

The first, he said, was to bury 
the. body, which, he declared, he 
stripped of all clothing. 

The second he stated, was to 
burn the clothing, a precaution he 
said he had forgotten on the first 
trip, so eager was he then to leave 
he spot. 7 
: The third, he added, was to make 
certain he had obliterated all signs 
of a grave and of the ashes of the 
‘lothing. 

: When this additional data had 
been established, officials arranged 
to take Watson to the eastern part 
of San Diego county, near the Low- 
er California line, the latter part of 
next week so he could locate the 
grave. 

Physicians at the county hos- 
pital at which Watson is under 
guard and held practically incom- 
municado, said they thought he 
would be sufficiently recovered 
from two attempts at suicide to 
make the trip at the time planned.

Cubans to Hold Sugar Crop 
For Own Prices, Says Pennino 


By Paul Jones. 

“Valuable lessons have been 
learned by the Cubans in protgct- 
ing their natural monopoly of a 
vital food commodity from the ex- 
ample, set by your cotton associa- 
tions, and the growers of sugar in 
Cuba are determined to hold the 
5,000,000 tons of the product now 
on the island for their own price.” 

This statement was made by 
Jose Pennino, of Havana, publicist 
and prominent business man of the 
Cuban metropolis, who is in At- 
lanta on a.business trip. Mr. Pen- 
nino returfed home Saturday to 
conclude arrangements for Enrico 
Caruso, who leaves here for Mavana 
Sunday for a series of ten concerts 
at $10,000 a performance. 

Mr. Pennino was jnterviewed at 
where he is 
staying. during the opera season 
with Mrs. Pennino, a handsome 
woman of the Spanish type. He is 
also accompanied by his friend of 


many years, Bonar Allen, Jr., of 
Buford, Ga. 


Value of Sugar Crop. 


“When asked about the prospects 
for relief from the present sugar 
shortage in the United States 
through the big Cuban .supply of 
raw sugars, Mr. Pennino pointed 
at once to the efforts that have 
been made by the American Cot- 
ton association to set a minimum 
figure for cotton over which staple 
the south has a practical monopoly: 

“Your people ar holding this 
@reat necessity f a big price,” 
said he “and you nnot blame the 
Cuban for exercH#ing the same 
privilege. We hav@on hand in Cu- 
ba something like ‘5,000,000 tons of 
raw sugar, the market price on 
which is now between 5 and 6 
cents per pound for the raw prod- 
uct. About three-fourths of this 
product is controlled by the Cuban 
Cane corporation, and it is safe to 
Say that this organization will hold 
the sugar for a minimum’ of 14 
cents per pound.” 

Mr. Penning stated that the value 


.of the present raw sugar supply in 


Cuba is about $500,000,000, and that 
the growers expect to take a profit 
of $200,000,000 when the sugar is 


-finally placed on the market. 


“The only people who are selling 
sugar in Cuba,” said Mr. Pennino, 
“are those who are forced by: low 
financial circumstances to do _ so. 
Those who can finance themselves 
and meet their obligations without 
selling their sugar are holding it. 
You may be assured that the crop, 
most of which is normally sold in 
the United States, will be held for 
high prices. 

75 Per Cent of Supply Demanded. 

“Our sugar crop,’ continued Mr. 
Pennino, “represents about 75 per 
cent of the supply demanded in the 
United States, and is more than 
one-fourth of the world’s supply. 
The fZrowers have begun fuliy to 
realize their power to command 
high prices for the product, and ef- 
forts made by the United States and 
foreign countries, such as Japan 
and many of the countries of Eu- 
rope, have failed to purchase sugar 
at the prevailing prices. 

The statement of the Cuban busi- 
ness man does .not come.as cheer- 
ing news to the people. of the Unit- 
ed States who are in the midst of 
a sugar famine at this time, and 
who have been told by suvrar fac- 
tors and others that there seems 
but little hupe for relief within the 
near future. 


The price of 14 cents a pound, 
said to have been set as the mini- 
mum by those in control of the Cu- 
ban sugar 6upply, is the price that 
the gfrowers seem determined to 
exact for the raw product. This 
will be further boosted by the ghip- 
ying charges from the island to the 
United arerek. “This, said Mr. Pen- 
nino, will add at least one and one- 
half cents per pound, making fif- 
teen and one-half cents a petind be- 
fore the sugar reaches the re- 
fineries, where, he declared, 2 cents 
a pound more will be added for re- 
To this seven- 
teen and one-half cents will have 
to be added freight charges for 
shipping the sugar to various mar- 
kets, and the several nrofits: that

Among his other business inter- 
ests Mr. Pennino is directing editor 
of “La Semana,” a weekly periodi- 
cal of a political nature, peblished 
in Havana. He is also correspond- 
ent during opera week in Atlanta 
for “Dario de la Marina, one of the 
big dailies of the Cuban capital. 

+ Georgia Marble in Cuba. 


His principal. commercial occu- 
pation, however, is his position as 
representative of the Georgia Mar- 
ble company, in the Cuban city of 
Havana. He talked interestinely 
about the great strides of popular- 
ity thatehave been made by Geor- 
gia marble in Cuba, especially since 
the beginning of the war. The 
world war, said hé, made it almost 
impossible to. secure Italian marble, 
which had up to that time been ex- 
tensively used in Cuba for interior 
building and monuments. This gave 
Georgia marble an opportunity, and 
it can be safely said that the fine 
marbles shipped from a few miles 
above Atlanta represent fully 35 per 
cent of the marble imported into 
Cuba for building, interior work 
and for fine monuments. 

When asked about the relative 
popularity of Havana to American 
tourists before and after the en- 
forcement of the prohibition 
amendment, Mr. Pennino said that 
many Americans had turned their 
faces to Cuba as an oasis, but that 
the inrush had not béen as great 
as is popularly believed. He said 
that great quantities of American 
whisky had been shipped to .Cuba, 
for storage and sale, and that wines 
by the carload had come from far- 
away California. The whisky, how- 
ever, according to Mr. Pennino, does 
not prove as popular as the cognac, 
the cordials and liquors that are 
offered for sale at all times in the 
big Cuban city. ! 

“Havana knows nothing of pro- 
hibition and liquor’ regulations,” 
said he, “and drinks can be secured 
at al) hours of the day.” This, he 
agreed, had been a great drawing 
card to thirsty Americans, and de- 
clared that the unrestricted sale 
of spirits had greatly increased the 
commerce of the city. 

Speaking politically, Mr. Pinnino 
said that a large majority of the 
Cuban people of the better class 
are rallying to the candidacy of 
General’ Gomez, the first president 
of the Cuban republic, and that the 
liberal candidate would undoubted- 
ly be named as head of the repub- 
lic at the November elections. 

Mr. Pennino, with his wife, will 
remain in Atlanta during the grand 
opera season, after which they will 
accompany Enrico Caruso to Havana, 
where the great tenor, under the, 
auspices of the Italian opera man- 
ager, Bracale, will sing twelve 
nights for $120,000.

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PURE-BRED LIVE STOCK. 

Announcement of the inaugura- 
tion of a national hog and cattle 
show to be held annually at Lake 
wood in connection with the South- 
eastern fair, comes as additional 
proof of the phenomenal develop- 
ment of the pure-bred live stock 
industry in the south. 

The primary purpose of the in- 


| stitution as it is explained in the 


news columns of this issue of The 
Constitution, is to encourage south 
ern breeders to fit their breeding 
and fat stock for show purposes 
and to stimulate them to greater 
effort by throwing the entire show 
open to breeders in all parts of 
the United States, thus adding the 
incentive to excel in competition. 

It is to the credit of the manage- 
ment of the Southeastern fair that, 
by its foresight and enterprise, it 
has provided such location and fa- 
cilities as those represented in the 
plant at Lakewood, so that when 
it came to choosing a location for 
a national hog and cattle show the 
joint committee of the Southern 
Swine Growers and the Southern 
Cattlemen’s associations unani- 
mously decided to stage the exposi- 
tion each year in connection with 
the Southeastern, fair. 

Only within the last ten years 
has the south paid any particular 
attention to the productéon of pure- 
bred live stock. | 

For so many generations the 
razor-back hog and longhorn piney- 
woods :ow had held sway through 
out’ the south live stock breeders 
throughout the nation had become 
fixed in the opinion that the better 
grades of hogs and cattle were pos- 
sible of production only in regions 
indigenous to corn and bluegrass. 

But in 1913 the late W. J. Davis. 
of Jackson, Miss., astonished the 
live stock world by winning the in- 
ternational championship award 
for Herefords with an animal raised 
on a Bermuda pasture, a part of 
what was popularly characterized 
a “wornout” farm. 

Since that ‘time the extreme 
southern states have been rapidly 
forging to the front, even rivaling 
Iowa in the production of corn and 
their pastures measuring up well 
with those of the middle west. 
Annually during the last decade 
southern and southeastern swine, 
as well as cattle, have been receiv- 
ing honors in competition with the 
show live stock of the whole world, 
and this year Georgia has -the in- 
ternational winner of Herefords 
and t.e grand champion Duroc- 
Jersey hog. 

Keeping pace with this develop- 
ment has been that of the packing 
industry. 

Packing plants have been estab- 
lished here and there throughout 
Georgia and Alabama, until now 
the producers of fat live stock are 
Independent of the Chicago and 
St. Louis markets; all of which has 
been a part of the process that has 
brought live stock to a position of 
first importance in rural commu 
nities that forri.rly were consid- 
ered adaptable only to the growing 
of cotton. : 

The staging of an annual na- 
tional hog and cattle show in the 
heart of the south will undoubtedly 
prove to be a great help in this 
direction. 


“SWAT” THE LOAFER! 

Atlanta police authorities are to 
be commended for having again 
undertaken to rid the city of loung- 
ers and loafers. They have begun 
at the right place, too, in tackling 
the poolrooms first. 

In the beginning of what prom- 
ises to be a series of prosecutions 
of loiterers dragged out of those 
places of idleness into che presence 
of the court, Recorder Johnson took 
the position that while the law 
permits men to play pool in pool- 
rooms the police have authority to 
forbid and prohibit habitual loaf- 
ing in them, and that it is his: in- 
tention to deal severely with all 
offenders arrested in accordance 
with that policy. 

The police and Recorder John- 
son are right in this, and they de- 
serve the whole-hearted support 
and co-operation of the general 
pudlic in their effor‘s to make idle- 
ness in Atlanta un»opular. 

There is no valid reason why 
any able-bodied man, rich or poor, 
white or black, should he unem- 
ployed while conditions are as they 
are in Atlanta, and, for that matter, 
almost everywhere else in America, 
at the present time. j 

With contractors arid builders 
fairly begging men to worx at 
wages that a few years ago would 
have seemed fabulous, and with 
farmers throughout Georgia and the 
whole country being compelled to 
virtually surrender thelr farms to 
weeds because of the unprece- 
dented shortage of men to work 
the land, it is nothing short of 
criminal for any man who is able 
to work to squander his time idling

The loafers should be made to 
understand that, no matter if they 
have a few dollars in their pockets,

emolument or as prisoners of the

And the police will find, too, that 
once the city is purged of idlers and 
idleness the problem of dealing 
with the “crime situation” will, in

ly solved itself. 

Let the motto of the Atlanta po 
lice and police court be: Work 
or move on! 


TOO MANY BUREAUS. 

During the debate of the post- 
office bill in the senate a few days 
ago, the particular topic under 
discussion being the inadequacy of 
the average postal employee's re- 
muneration, Senator Smoot, of 
Utah, took occasion to criticise 
mercilessly those of the army of 
attaches of the. various federal 
bureaus that were created to assist 
in. carrying on the war, who are 
still on the government pay roll, 
and who, the senator charged, are 
delivering little Or no service in 
return for the salaries that are paid 
them on a war-time basis. 


As for the postal employees, he 
said, “they have no time to loaf. 
They work all the time that is re- 
quired, and in many cases overtime 
without any extra compensation 
whatever.” 


“If,” he declared— 


“some of these new bureaus that 
have been created since the war 
received the amount of work from 
their employees that the employees 
of the postoffice department give, 
one-half of the employees in these 
new bureaus could be discharged 
and the work would be done a 
great deal better.” 


There is no doubt that the gov- 
ernment’s pay rolls are cluttered 
with the names of do-nothing time- 
servers in Washington, who, in ac- 
cepting “pay” from the govern- 
ment for “working,” are obtaining 
money under false pretenses. 

Some of them, possibly, worked 
hard and diligently enough during 
the war; but now that the war is 
over, it undoubtedly would be bet- 
ter for the country if there were a 
general weeding out of bureau 
“soft-berth” holders. 

If the conditions Senator Smoot 
complained of really exist, and if 
what he said is the truth, it is a 
matter that congress ought to 
straighten out. 

It would be easy enough for con- 
gress to get at the xact truth of 
the situation, and whatever cor- 
rection is needed should be applied. 
and it is the business and duty of 
congress to apply it. 

Uncle Sam has no money in his 
treasury to throw away on chair- 
warmers. 


CAUSE AND EFFECT 


Having received only one appli- 
cation for enrollment next year, 
the Yonkers :(N.. Y.) Training 
School for Teachers has announced 
that it will close its doors next 
June. 

A “straw vote” poll of the young 
ladies of Vassar a short time ago 
developed the fact that they, al- 
most unanimously, are looking for- 
ward to other than teaching posi- 
tions for their life work or means 
of subsistence following’ gradua- 
tion. 

All over the country the situa- 
tion with regard to the teaching 
profession is much the same. 
Those in it are getting out as fast 
as they can, and comparatively 
very little “new blood” is preparing 
to enter it. 

Invariably the lack of public ap- 
preciation, as it is demonstrated 
in the pay envelope, is the cause; 
the effect, naturally and essential- 
ly, is a paucity of teachers. 

But the most distressing effect is 
felt by the children of the land 
who must depend upon overworked 
teachers, who continue in the pro- 
fession through sheer love of it or 
for the sake of humanity, or 
through a sense of duty, or upon 
teachers who are of mediocre abil 
ity, who remain in or adopt the pro- 
fession because of their lack of 
earning power in other walks of 
life. 

Commenting editorially upon the 
Yonkers training school announce 
ment, The Hartford (Conn.) Cou- 
rant said: 

“We do not have to go south to 
find closed schools, for while the 
situation is worse there it is not

The rapid decrease in the num- 
ber of efficient teachers through- 
out the country is a logical result 
of the public’s parsimony or short- 
sightedness. The fact that the 
effect is logical does not in} any 
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for the cause.

Yes, it is from this standpoint, 
and this standpoint alone, that we 
can read the true character of the 
demagogue. If an enemy gets hold 
of your countersign, he may cap- 
ture your citadel; if a traitor seizes 
your battle flag. he may lead you 
to fight your friends; and if the 
devil gets possession of your altar;

God. Now your demagogue does 
all this and more. 

If I were called upon to name 
that which is the deepest danger to 
our southern people today, I shoulg 
say that it is the demagogue.

New York, May 1.—Down among 
the pawnshops of the Bowery, amid 
the splotchy gloom of.the dingy 
thoroughfare, cut off from sunlight 
by the elevated overhead, are some 
of the rarest students to be found 
n all of Manhattan. The Bowery 
is one type that runs 
true to fiction description. He is 
generally small and lean, with a 
leathery complexion and .— black 
piercing eyes. Invariably he wears 
a small- skull cap. 

Some are men of excellent char- 
acter, and there are others who 
have no scruples about receiving 
the loot of thieves who pillage the 
more perfumed atmosphere uptown. 
Nearly all the pawnshops on the 


Bowery are run down at the heel 
in looks. The ' windows are ill 
lighted and filled with a motley 
array of everything from bird 
cages, swords, brass bowls, shot- 
guns, rugs, rings, watches to fur 
pieces, corsets, ballroom slippers 
and gold crowns for teeth. 

Nearly all of the pawn brokers 


are great readers. This perhaps be- 
cause they have a lot of time on 


their hands. In the summer time 
they may sit out front reading The 
Talmud or The Koran or certain 


several languages, and have a great 
knowledge of the opera, the best 
paintings and the like. 

One of the queer characters of 
the Bowery pawnshops, now passed 
to whatever reward was his, was 
Samot Yleak. He had read the 
Bible one hundred times. He could 


speak Hindustani and Chinese, and, 
although he was believed to be an 
Arab, no one ever knew his nation- 
ality. He was a _ friend of great 
criminals, sometimes protecting 
them and sometimes giving them 
away to certain death. He was only 
moved by gold. His value to the 
police was incalculable, and he 
came to the usual end that is the 
fate of the “snitch.” ' 

He was found early one morning 
in his shop with his head battered 
in.

the county seats of the forty-four 
counties of the state Monday,’ May 3. 

These respective conventions will 
be composed of delegates chosen by 
the several democratic clubs in each 
county, these clubs having met last 
Saturday for the purpose of reor- 
ganizing and electing delegates to 
the county conventions, one dele- 
gate representing voting units of 25 
or fractions thereof. 

The county conventions on Mon- 
day will elect delegates to the state 
democratic convention which will be 
held in Columbia May 19. 

The State Convention. 

The state convention will be com- 
posed of two delegates for ” rep- 
resentative in the house of repre- 
sentatives, Or a total of 120 men. 
Counties with one member have two 
delegates, two members four dele- 
gates, and s0 on.

State Official Compiles 
Valuable Figures §Indi- 
cating the Remarkable 


|-Growth in Food Crop 


Production_ Throughout 
‘the Cotton Belt. 


Statistics compiled by Martin 
V. Calvin, the statistician of 
the Georgia department of agri- 
culture, and presented herewith 
by The Constitution, tell a won- 
derful story of the results and 
value of crop diversification in 
the ten cotton-producing states, 
including Georgia. The.pemark- 
able growth in the production 
of food crops in the south, par- 
ticularly gince 1914, when th 
world needs for foodstuffs en- 
tered upon an acute stage and 
compelled America to do her 
utmost to help feed Europe, is 
eet forth in a most. conclusive 
manner by the writer, who 
shows that the farm value of 
fogd crops is rapidly approach- 
ing the value of cotton crops. 
The relative position of Geor- 
gia and Alabama in the produc- 
tion of food crops is treated in 
detail. 


Statistician Georgia Department of 
Agriculture. 


It was a benediction—the resump- 
tion by southern farmers of the} 
policy and practice of crop diversi- 
fication and live stock farming 
which made the planters and the 
farmers of the 60’s the wealthiest 
in the entire country. We had be- 
gun to farm that way previous to 
the launching of the world war. 
That event hastened the procedure 
already determined upon. 

The thought occurred -to the 
writer recently that interest and 
encouragement might be evolved by 
‘a study of the ten cotton-produc- 
ing states—the Carolinas, Georgia, 
Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, 
Tennessee, Texas, Arkansas and Ok- 
lahoma—in the matter of the pro- 
duction of important crops, other 
than cotton, in 1919; further, that 
it would be a source of interest and 
information to ascertain the five 
states which led tn the production 
of corn, wheat, oats, hay, etc. 

There are what shall be designat- 
‘id as seven groups of crops. Each 
state is accorded .rank by the larg- 
est and the next largest production, 
and so on. It will be remarked that 
Georgia led in one—peaches: Ala- 
bama, two—sweet potatoes and pea- 
nuts; Tennessee, one—hay: Texas, 
two—corn and oats; Oklahoma, one 
—wheat. 

. North Carolina won a place in 
four groups—in wheat,,hay, sweet 
potatoes and peanuts. South Caro- 
lina won a place in one group— 
oats. Georgia won a place in five 
groups—corn, oats, sweet potatoes, 
peanuts and peaches. Alabama won 
a place in five groups—corn, hay, 
sweet potatoes, peanuts and 
peaches. Mississippi won a place 
in one group—sweet potatoes. 
Tennessee won a lace in three 
groups—corn, wheat and hay: 
Texas won a place in each of the 
seven groups. Arkansas won: a 
plate in four groups—wheat, oats. 
peanuts and peaches. Oklahama won 
a place in five groups—corn, wheat, 
oats, hay and seaches,

The value of Georgia's cotton 
crop was $309,670,000; the value of the 
five crops above given, $165,185,000, 
which stands for 53.4 per cent of 
the value of the cotton crop. 

The value of Alabama's cotton 
crop was $124,410,000; the value of 
the five crops given above, $163,- 
“ 787,000, which exceeds the value of 
the cotton crop by $39.377.000. In 
other words, the value of the cotton 
cfop was 24 per cent léss than the 
value of the five crops named.

TO ‘TIGHT CAPITAL 


Pessimism Engendered by 


Move in Steel Case, 
Mexican Situation and 
Proposed Profits Tax. 


New York, May 1.—Drastiec liqui- 
dation of securities and commodities 
during the week again was prima- 
rily traceable to world-wide scarci- 
ty of capital, as attestea by further 
credit .contraction at home and 
abroad. 

The petition of the government 
for a reopening of the United States 
Steel case, the Mexican situation 
and the proposed heavy tax on war 
profits were foremost among other 
developments which expressed the 
market’s frequent moods of pessi- 
mism. 

Foreign state banks took their 
cue from the British and French in- 
stitutions in advancing discounts 
an din the domestic field the strain} 
extended to private banks in various 
sections of the country. 

Western manufacturers of auto- 
mobiles and accessories entered a 
vigorous protest against the refusal 
of banks to advance funds for the 
promotion of their business, the 
banks contending that such opera- 
tions did not constitute “essential 
credits,” as prescribed by the fed- 
eral reserve board. 

Trade conditions continued funda- 
mentally sound, but the railroad 
strike, with its attendant freight 
tie-up of fuel and raw materials, 
again materially reduced operation 
in many leading lines of industry. 

Bankers continue to elaborate on 
the increasing. need of conservative 
financing, and numerous projects 
and enterprises, including several! 
railroad underwritings in quest of 
capital, encountered unexpetced op- 
position or delay.

Of District Conferences 


Mrs. Alonzo Richardson, at the 
request of the editc- of the club 


page, has written the following in- 
teresting account of the district 
conferences she attended recently: 


Editor Club Page: e 

At your request {| am putting 
down a few hurried impressions of 
my recent delightful visit to the 
Second, Third and Eleventh dis- 
trict conferences. I went first to 
Brunswick, April 4%. 1 wish I 
could dwell on the social part of the 
trip, for never were people more 
royally treated. ; 

Loyalty to the federation, to Mrs. 
Hays personally, was the keynote. 
There is no lack of federated spirit 
in south Georgia, in each of these 
meetings the spirit was not only 
fine, but the achievement reported 
could only have come from splendid 
co-operation and effort. 

Suffrage Question. 

Only once in all the time did the 
question of suffrage or anti-suf- 
frazge come up. This was at the 
Third district meeting, fn Americus. 
In the report vf the registration 
committee, the chairman asked for 
instruction regarding the question. 
The district president promptly re- 
plied that “the matter had been 
settled in Columbus.” In my pres- 
entation of civics, I always begin 
with the premise that intelligert 
civics could only come from co- 
operation—that men were busy and 
hadn’t time to discuss civic needs 
in the.abstract, but when club wom- 
en went to council, commissioners 
or other officials with a knowledge 
of what laws pertain to the project 
in hand, just what department of 
state, county or city government had 
to do With this kind of work, women 
then become a power. Nota threat- 
ening power, but an intelligently 
co-operative factor which brings re- 
sults. 

The Albany Club. 


The Albany club whose year boox 
I brought back has a years pro- 
gram definitely devoted to citizen- 
ship, beginning with the study of 
such ‘laws as. govern Albany and 
her civic needs. 

This program is a splendid one, 
adaptable to any club. At Bruns- 
wick I sat at lunch next to a 
lady who told me this: “For a 
vear we have been studying g0v- 
ernment (sugar-coated and choco- 
late-covered) until one day one af 
the men said. ‘You women know as 
much about what you want and 
why you want it, aS any men;’ to 
which she. replied sweetly: We 
have been studying it for a year, 
and even the women didn’t know 


She said they were now ready 
for more concrete study, so I left 
with her the Providence, R. I. “citi- 
zenship” outline. The very best, 
by the way, I have found, and with 
which I have sown the state, with 
good results! I have read with in- 
terest the April number of The 
General Federation Magazine—the 
civics number—and truly can I say 
of it all: “All this has south Geor- 
gia done and more,” and _ north 
Georgia still to hear from. 

I feund the little town. of Sylves- 
ter perfectly laid out according to 
a city plan, and so pretty that the 
aviators said it was a _ beautiful 
picture buried from the planes in 
the air. Broad streets, trees every- 
where and a perfect symmetry of 
arrangement, which was restful as 
well as delightful. 

In Waycross. 

In Waycross we inspected eight 
rows of trees, standing like beau- 
tiful green sentinels along the 
Dixie highway. Many are the 
“roads of remembrance,” planted in 
crepe myrtle and other beautiful 
trees, a living monument to those 
who did not come back. Bruns- 
wick’s 13 parks and 18 city squares, 
breathing places for the citizens. 
were very beautiful, for it is spring 
down there.

The results in 
most places are astonishing; in 
some counties the report is that il- 
literacy is almost wiped out. 

The Third District. 

The Third district meetings were 
held in the new club ‘house at 
Americus. The house in the midst 
of eight acres of ground bought by 
the men, and given to the women— 
the house to be a community center, 
the grounds municipal playgrounds. 
This was the formal opening and 
it quite made me feel that other 
cities were as progressive as At- 
lanta, and smarter, for the men of 
Americus bought the property! 

In every meeting community 
singing was a feature, reported 
everywhere. as a regular thing 
throughout the districts. 

Miss Davis was never more con- 
vincing than on this trip whenever 
she spoke of Tallulah. Many ten- 
der, beautiful things were done and 
said. One, the Blakely Woman’s 
club, when bereavement comes to 
the family of a club member in- 
stead of sending flowers from the 
club, the treasurer sends $5 to Tal- 
lulah Falls school as a tribute to 
the one who has passed on. 
Sylvester, a lady, Mrs. Jeffries, of 
Sylvester, rose after hearing Miss 
Davis and gave $5 to the school. 
Many more gifts will be the result 
of Miss Davis’ presentation of the 
needs of the school. 

Rural Schools. 


There was a great deal of inter- 
est manifested in the work for and 
with rural schools. Many clubs 
had not onky sponsored but installed 
domestic science in rural schools. 
Seven in Terrell county. 

I was especially struck with the 
organization © of several county 
federations, the idea being prev- 
alent to a large degree that the 
county unit system is the, best wav 
t secure co-operation along all 
lines. Reports from theso fedeéra- 
tions were a real inspiration and I 
could but feel that some how Mrs. 
Black knew of these organizations, 
so dear always to her heart. 

As I loék over the notes taken 
hurriedly and with a view of course 
more to my own department of 
work, I find a few outstanding 
facts. ) Mp 

Loyal Spirit. 


1. The Federation was nevér 
more alive, more thoroughly or- 
ganized, more loyally Knit together 
for the one purpose.

The Covin n Woman’s club held 
a child welfare and civics meeting 
at Mrs. E. O. Lee’s residence Tues- 
day afternoon, when, in addition to 
its members, the teachers of Cov- 
ington, Porterdale, Oxford and 
Covington Millis were present to 


hear addresses on these important’ 


subjects. 

Mrs. W. C. Clark, president, pre- 
sided and as her particular mes- 
sage urged every woman-present to 
organize a home thrift club, cards 
were issued, and it is hoped that in 
afewdaysthe Covington Woman's 
club will go on record as being or- 
ganized 100 per cent in this thrift 
movement. 

Mrs. Howard McCall then spoke 
on child welfare. She begged the 
club to work for the enforcemént 
of the Ellis health law, and named 
as of vital importance in improving 
child welfare ‘conditions in every 
community: 

First, visiting nurses; second, 
proper handling of maternity 
cases; third, aiding the Children’s 
Home Society of Georgia, an in- 
stitution for orphans and delin- 
quents; fourth, passage. of the 
mother’s pension bill. Her sugges- 
tion for local work was the main- 
tenance of a public playground, and 
as the club has been considering 
this for some time, her suggestion 
was enthusiastically received. 

Mrs. Alonzo Richardson gave her 
audience a new conception of 
civics by her definition of the word; 
in which she showed that the mold- 
ing of citizens, a branch of civics, 
is woman’s highest work. So every 
woman should consider the*study of 
citizenship a duty, for through this 
study comes the knowledge that 
children, church and home are the 
three greatest influences in the 
world and in each of them woman 
is all-important. Mrs. .Richardson 
bespoke thrift and conservation for 
every woman. Her local message 
was for the club to select one civic 
need for its work and to push this 
work to a finish. 

Mrs. Z. I, Fitbpatrick stressed the 
importance of the Ellis health law 
and urged that delegates be-sent to 
the federation’s biennial at Des 
Moines in June. 

Among the visitors present. were 
Mrs. W. E. Shepherd, adison, and 
Mrs. Lena F. Lewis, Monroe, presi- 
dent eighth district clubs. 

Professor G. C. Adams, 
commissioner of Newton 
was introduced and made a plea 
for defective children, as a strong 
body means a sound mind. He beg- 
ged the club to work for a county 
health officer and to do all itn its 
power to stamp out illiteracy.

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Why Wait for: . When You . 
Can Go Skiing Down a Water 
Chute:--- The New Sport Which 
Daring Bathers Are Beginning to 
Enjoy at the Water Resorts. 


F COURSE, you are going skiing this summer; not 
in Switzerland or at the North Pole, but right here 
at home at the nearest bathing beach or swimming 

hole. Snowless skiing is the very latest thing in outdoor 
- summer sports. 

First of all, attired in one of the new one-piece bathing 
suits and with a pair of water skis under your arm you 
are going to be elevated to a platform from which a Jong, 
narrow, curved slide, otherwise a chute, dips gracefully 
down seventy-five or a hundred feet, almost to the water 
below. Just before the water level is reached the chute 
takes a sudden upward tilt and ends abruptly, marking the 
place from which you are projected into space, and. de- 
noting also the beginning of a bigger thrill than high div- . 
ing or chuting the chutes ever could provide. 

You slip your feet into the leather bands of the skis 
and crouch low. Then somebody gives you a gentle push 
and off you go down the chute heading for the open watery me . 

The pace is bound to be rapid, ‘increasing considerably in mee 
proportion to the length of the chute, because the slide > 
kept slippery by running water. 

To maintain your balance while skiing the chute you 
crouch low and lean slightly forward. Then just before 
you reach the end of the chute you straighten up for the 
take-off and aim to sail through the air like a regular ski 
jumper in a standing position and to strike the water feet >. 
first and skim over the surface for another hundred yards 
or so before your speed has so far diminished that you | 
begin to find yourelf settling down for a dip. Then, of 
course, the proper thing to do is to kick your feet out 
of the straps, slip one ski under each arm and either 
wade, walk, swim, float or paddle ashore according to in- 
dividual taste. 

Snowless skis for summer use are = made twice 
or even three times as wide as snow skis, but they are 
only half as long. They are constructed on much the : 
same principle as the ordinary ski and an expert will have no difficulty in chuting the chutes wear- 
ing a pair and then traveling over the surface of the water in them before beginning to founder. 
The straps are loose’so that the skier can éasily_kick his ‘feet free in case of a tc 

At one or two southern bathing resorts the snowless skis have already been tried out with 
success. They seem to be as much in favor among the fair sex as the men. They are t also being 
used for surf riding behind fast motor launches. 

So the stunning new one-piece bathing suits are not the only snites we will see at the 
beaches and other bathing resorts this summer. Jt is predicted that snowless skiing is going to be 
all the rage’ wherever a suitable location for a chute can be found.

BEAUTY contest taking in the whole of 
A France aims to select the woman who later 
will be the nation’s candidate in an international 
competition to determine who is the most beau- 
tiful woman in the world. 

A preliminay? jury passes on all candidates, 

As soon as a beauty of sufficient merit is dis- 
covered, whether she be a peasant or an actress, 
she is photographed by a motion picture machine, 
and then is flashed on the screen in evefy town 
and city of the cotintry. Each day a new candi- 
date—there are to be forty-nine in all—is passed 
in review before the nation’s eyes and voted on. 
At the close of the contest the beauty chosen will 
be the French champion destined to uphold the 
honor of France before the world. 

This search for a new Helen of Troy is absorb- 
ing the whole country and proving to the people 
themselves that their old delight in the gayer 
gide of life has survived five years of gloom. An 
eminent French journalist thinks foreigners are 


inclined to believe that Gallic beauty is princi- 


pally fabricated in the workshops of Paris dress- 
makers. 

“An American, an Italian, or an Englishman 
would state it in this way,” he says. “There are 
more beautiful women in France than anywhere 
else because the French woman knows better how 
to dress. But she has not the beautiful color of 
the English woman, the sculptural propor 
the American, the fire of the woman of 
nor the purity of profile that is shown in the 
paintings of the old Italian masters. She has 
neither the morbidness of the Russian beauty 
nor the burning languor that sleeps in the dark 
eyes of Creoles. But if she has none of these 
traits of beauty, one is inclined to ask what there 
is left to her to be proud of? The foreigner might 
also add that she is celebrated for her gayety, for 
her unquenchable spirit, that she is the most 
emusing as well as the best dressed woman in the 
world. In ather words, it is the sauce that makes 
the goose. The goose by itself isn’t entirely worth 
eating. We afte now engaged in trying te prove 
that the legendary charm of the woman of France 
is a matter of construction as well as of em- 


bellishment.”

Another journalist makes the startling predic. 
tion that the type of woman chosen will prove 
the kind of ideal that will animate the men of 
the coming years. Which of the four aspects 
that beauty wears will appeal the most? 

“Will it be the romantic, the frivolous, the 
tragic or the Mysterious? Will she be the beauty 
who leads men to suicide, to pleasure, to catas- 
trophies or to dreams. Paris, the man of Greece, 
was once in the embarrassing predicament of 


having to choose between the three Graces. What

Perhaps there will be a re 
turn to the Greek statuesque quality of Isadora 
Duncan, or® reversion to the sensuous beauty 
brought to us from out of India and Persia by a 
Paviowa,; ot that other great Russian, Kareavina, 
@ beauty that is shimmering and mobile, varying 
its lines and changing colors like an opal. The 
school girl charm and slim grace of a Mary Pick- 
ford, or its very opposite, the sinuous wickedness

of the siren of the movies, are choices that a 
average voter may put more thought into this 
matter of choosing the beauty that he most ad- 
mires than he does into voting for the head of the 
nation. The domestic problems that it may raise 
before the manhood of France are too weighty 
to be dismissed without a thought. Suppose, for 


example, that the average man chooses a light- 


haired and blue-eyed goddess, whereas his own 
wife is as dark as a daughter of Egypt, or offers 
as a rival to his blonde better-half the charms of 
a black-eyed enchantress?”

themselves to be beautiful will overcome their 
modesty and be willing #) have their features dis- 
sected by a jury and then by hundreds of thou- 
sands of their countrymen, has already been de 
cided. There seems to be little difficulty on that 
score, as the two cases cited will prove. 

' “One of those that I interviewed to-day,” states 
M. Waleff, a prominent member of the jury, “lost 
her husband, an artillery officer, in the battle’ of 
Charleroi. Every one believed that she would go 
mad. Her baby alone prevented her from com- 
mitting suicide. At that time she was twenty- 
one. Now, at twenty<¢ix, her youthful prettiness 
changed to mature beauty, she is a startling con-

When he sees me on the screen, he 
vill, of course, begin by being furiously angry, 
but later—well, I believe that he will love me all 
the better. 

With their usual whole-hearted enthusiasm all 
France ¥ flocking to the theatres to see the 
screen presentations of the fortunate contestants. 
Possibly some husbands will find new traits of 
loveliness in wives commonplace through fa- 
miliarity; possibly a new romance will bud for 
gome maiden seen on the screen by an admirer in 
a distant province; a thrilling stage career may 
be opened for some midinette of Paris if am en- 
terprising moving picture director discovers 
latent.°ciig ability combined with her charm 
of face and figure. The possibilities for the dra- 
matic in life to happen are enormous. So, it is 
no wonder that the daring French women do not 
Object to the publicity of the contest. A chance 
for something pleasant and new to enter their 
lives—who would not endure the admiring glances, 
even the minute searchings, necessary to win 
euch a prize. ® 

Besides, if @ woman be beautiful she counts 
these glances as her just due. She is proud of 
her appearance. She courts admiration. 

‘Think, too, of the homage that will be paid to 
her who is acclaimed the most beautiful woman 
in France. Beauty has always bought the world’s 
richest gifts. And in these golden days there is

The fact that I was able ultimately 
to create such an administrative or 
ganization as we had in London and 
leave the administration of its indi- 
vidual departments so largely to their 
‘heads was especially fortunate be- 
cause it gave me time for what was 
perhaps the most important of my 
duties. This was my attendance at 
the meetings of the allied naval coun- 
cil, not to mention daily conferences 
with various officials of the allies. 
This naval council] was the great 
headquarters for combined allied op- 
erations against the enemy on the sea. 
It was not officially constituted by 
the allied governments until Novem- 
ber 29, 1917, but @t had actually been 
in continuous operation since the be- 
ginning of. the war, the heads of the 
admiralty having met frequently in 
conference. At these meetings every 
phase of the situation was discussed, 
and the methods finally adopted rep- 
resented the mature judgment of the 
allied naval chiefs who participated in 
them. Without this council, and.with- 
out the cooperation for which it 
stood, our efforts would have been so 
dispersed and would have so over- 
lapped that their. efficiency would 
have been greatly decreased. 

This international naval conference 
not only had to decide questions of 
naval strategy, but it had to concern 
itself with a multitude of practical 
mdtters which have little interest for 
the public, but which are exceedingly 
important in war. In this struggle 
coal, oil and other materials played a 
part almost as important as ships and 
men; these materials, like ships and 
men, were limited in quantity; and it 
Was necessary to apportion them as 
deliberately and as economically as 
the more obvious munitions of war- 
fare. 

The Germans were constantly chang- 
ing their tactics; sometimes they 
would make their coneentrations in a 
certain area; while at other times 
their strength would appear in anoth- 
er field far distant from «the first. 
These changes made it necessary that 
we should in each case readjust our 
forces to counteract the enemy’s tac- 
tics. It was a vital necessity that 
these readjustments should be made 
immediately when the enemy’s 
changes of tactics became known. It 
is evidént that the element necessary 
to success was that the earliest and 
most complete possible information 
should be followed by prompt decision 
and action; and it is manifest wt 
these requirements could have bee 
satisfied only by a council which 
was fully informed and which was on 
the spot momentarily ready to act. 
The allied naval council responded 
to all these requirements. One of my 
first duties, after my arrival, was’ 
to attend one of these councils in 
Paris; and immediately afterward the 
meetings became much more frequent. 

Not only were the proceedings in- 
teresting because of the vast impor- 
tance of the issues which were dis- 
cussed, but because they*brought me 
into intimate contact with some of 
the ablest minds in the European 
navies. Over the first London council 
Admiral Jellicoe presided. I have al- 
ready given my first impressions of 
this admirable sailor; subsequent 
events only increased my respect for 
his character and abilities. An Eng- 
lish woman once described Admiral 
Jellicoe as “a great gentleman;” it is 

_ a description upon which I can hardly 
improve. 
Sir Eric Geddes, the “American” Type. 

The first lord, Sir Eric Geddes, 
though he was by profession an engl- 
neer and had been transferred from. 
the business of building roads and 
assuring the communications behind 
the armies in France to become the 
civilian head of the British navy, ac- 
quired, in an astonishingly short time, 
a mastery of the details of naval ad- 

ministration. Sir Eric is a type of 


man that we like to think of as Amer- 
ican; perhaps the fact that he had 
received his business training in this

I have 
heard the great naval specialists who 
attended say that, had they not known 
the real fact, they would hardly have 
suspected that Sir Eric was not a 
naval man. We admired not only his 
ability to direct the cdurse of discus- 


sion, and even to take an important 
part in it, but his skill at summing up 
the results of the whole proceeding in 
a few terse and masterly phrases. In 
fine, the first lord was a man after 
Roosevelt’s heart—big, athletic, enec- 
getic, with a genius for reaching the 
kernel of a question and of getting 
things done. : 


Lacaze and de Bon.

He is-a small, slight man, 
with a gray, pointed beard, and he 
possesses that earnestness of spirit, 
that courtesy of manner, and that 
sympathy and charm which we regard 
as the finest attributes of the cultured 
Frenchman. Admiral Lacaze has also 
a genuine French facility of speech 
and that precision of statement which 
is so characteristic of the French in- 
tellect. A slight acquaintance would 
make one believe that Admiral Lacaze 
would be a model husband and father, 
perhaps grandfather; it was with sur- 
prise, however, that I learned that he 
was a bachelor, but I am sure that 
he is that kind of bachelor who is an 
uncle .to all .of the children of his 
acquaintance. As minister of marine, 
he was the presiding officer of the 
naval war council when it met 
Paris.

*his clear, pink skin, not ruffled by a 
trace of wrinkle, his erect figure, his 
bright blue eyes, the vigor of his con- 
versation, and the energy of his move- 
ments, betokened rather perpetual 
youth. 

Compared with the naval forces of 
Great Britain, the French navy was of 
inconsiderable: size, but in Admiral 
de Bon it made a contribution to aly 
lied naval strength which was worth 
many dreadnaughts. The repitation 
of this man has scarcely reached this 
side of the Atlantic; yet it was the 
general opinion of practically all naval 
men that his was the keenest mind at 
the allied haval council. It was cer- 
tainly the most persuasive in argu- 
ment, and the one that had most in- 
fluence in determining our conclu- 


sions. 
about this great French sailor that 


was arrogant or offensively self-as- 
sertive.‘ On the contrary, his. manner 
was all compact of charm and cour- 


tesy. 
He was about the most persuasive 


person I have ever met, Whenever 
an important matter arose, there was 
some influence that made us turn in- 
stinttively to Admiral de Bon for en- 
lightenment; and, when he rose to 
talk, the council hung upon his every 
word. For the man was a consum- 
mate orator. Those who understood 
‘French even slightly had little difff 
culty in following the admiral’s every. 
word, for he spoke his delightful lan- 
guage with a precision, a neatness of 
phrase, and a clearness of enuncia- 
tion'which made. every syllable intel- 
ligible. So perfect did these speeches 
seem that one would have suspected 
that Admiral de Bon had composed 
them at his leisure; but this was not 
the case; the man apparently had 
only to open his mouth, and his 
speech spontaneously flowed forth; 
he never hesitated for a word. And 
his words were not only eloquent, but, 
as I have said, they were full of sub- 
stance. The charm which he mani- 
fested on these public occasions he 


carried likewise into his domestic life. 
Whenever the council met in Paris 


the admiral’s. delightful wife and 
daughters entertained us at luncheon 
—an experience which caused many 
of us to regret that it did not always 
meet in that city.

The other two members of this in- 
teresting group were Rear Admiral 
Funakoshi, representing the Japanese 
navy, and Vice Admiral di Revel, rep- 
resenting the Italian. The Japanese 
Was also naval] attache at London and 
the popularity which he had acquired 
in this post healso won in this larger 
field. In some respects he was not 
like the conventional notion of ajJap- 
anese, Physically he did not fulfill the 
accepted role, for he’ was tall and 
heavily built, nor was there anything 
about him that was “‘inscrutable;” the 
fact was that he was exceedingly frank 
and open, and apparently loved noth- 
ing so much a8 a good joke. 

The remark of a London newspaper 
that Admiral di Revel, the Italian, 
“unlike Admiral Sims, looks every 
inch the sailor,” caused Admiral Funa- 
koshi much amusement; he could not 
resist the temptation to chaff me 
about it. We all became so well ac- 
quainted that, in our lighter moments 
we did not mind having a little fun at 
one another’s expense; and in these 
passages the Japanese fepresentative 
did not always make the poorest show- 
ing. The Italian, di Revel, was a 
source of continual delight. 

Some one remarked that he was in 
reality an Irishman who had escaped 
into Italy, and this facetious charac- 
terization was really not inapt. His 
shock of red hair, his redish beard 
and his short, stocky figure almost 
persuade one that County Cork was 
his native land. He delivered his opin- 
ions with an insistence which indi- 
cated that he entertained little doubt 
about their soundness; he was not 
particularly patient if they were 
called in question; yet he was so cour- 
teous, so energetic, and so delightful 
that he was a general favorite. That 
his government appreciated his serv- 
ices is shown by the fact that it made 
di Revel a full admiral, a rank which 
is rarely bestowed in itary. 

Such, then, were the men who 41- 
rected the mighty forces that defeat- 
ed the German submarines. The work 
at the councils was arduous, yet the 
opportunity of associating with such 
men in such a task is one that comes 
to few naval officers. They all worked 
with the most indomitable spirit; not 
one of them ever for ga moment 
showed the slightest discouragement 
over a situation which was at times 
disquieting, to say the least; not gne 
faltered in the determination to force 

e issue to the only logical end. His- 
tory has given few examples of al- 
liances that worked - harmoniously. 
The allied naval council did its full 
share in making harmoniou? the al- 
lied efiort 4¢ainst the submarine.

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Courses in Agriculture and Animal Husbandry Given Doughboy Veterans of Great War

From throwing bombs at “Dutch- 
men” to the simple life of feediag 
chickens and herding catile may be a 
long step for a fighting “doughboy,” 
but this is exactly what Uncle Sam is 
doing for his soldiers by providing a 
cotirse in agriculture and animal hus- 
bandry as a part of the educational 
and vocational school system of the 
new army at Camp Gordon. 

While congress is fighting over 
whether or not Camp Gordon is to be 
a permanent station for men of the 
regular establishment, Lieutenant Col- 
onel Paul O. Franson, a native of 
Alabama, 
work at this camp, is busy with the 
spending of some $20,000 good United 
States money, verily changing the 
sword into a ploughshare, and just 
now some one hundred men arise daily 
at the break of day and sally forth, 
not with rifles and belts, but with hoe 
and pitchfork and tractor plows, till- 
ing the soil of some thirty-five acres. 

For this course in agriculture, the 
old Morris farm, which is a part of 
the government about 
one and a half miles from the main 
part of the camp, on the Sione Moun- 
tain road, has been chosen and it is 
undergoing improvement that will, by 


reservation, 


the middle of the summer, make it a 
farm second to none in this part of 
the state of Georgia. Several miles of 
wir? fence provide a pasture for the 
several head of dairy cattle, beef cat- 


tle, hogs, horses, chickens and other 
five stock that will be studied in con- 


in charge of the _ school. 


nection with the course, and all this 
part of the state has beén searched to 
find the best sort of animals to be 
used in the study. Bees likewise 
come in for a place in the cotirse. The 
barns and houses on the place have 
been put in good order, while hotbeds, 
planted earlier in the season in con- 
templation of the course, make por- 
tions of the place look like a Florida 
farm. 


PRACTICAL SIDE 
OF FARMING. 


| Uncle Sam seldom does things in 
half-way measures, and this time is 
mo exception to the rule, plenty of 


farm machinery being provided. The 
‘eourse is being planned with a view 


to giving a student who takes agricul- 
ture even more than the average man 
gets at an agricultural college. He is 
to be taught much more of the prac- 
tical side of farming than the theo- 
retical, and. when a student has com- 
pleted a course in the Gordon schools, 
it is contemplated that he wil] have 
the things that he ‘needs to know suf- 
ficiently with him to be able to take 
charge of any average farm and han- 
dle it with ease. 

Dr. E. M. Ranck, acting in the ca- 
pacity of civilian advisor to the com- 
manding general of the southeastern 
cepartment, is genera] supervisor of 
the Camp Gordon school in agricul- 
ture, while Professor J. T. West, for- 
merly assistant professor of agron- 
omy at Mississippi Agricultural and 
Mechanical college, and county farm 
agent for Oktiveha county, Mississip-

pi, will be the civilian expert directly 
in charge of farming at the camp. Dr. 
Ranck is known throughout the south- 
eastern states as a former veterina- 


rian of the state of Mississippi and. 


was an important factor in the eradi- 
cation of the tick in that state.. He 
has done some work along this line in 
the army camps of the middle west 
and says that many men, unable to 


pass the entrance requirements for 
college or unable to pay the expenses 
of a college course, are enlisting in 


the army to obtain vocational training 
along special agricultural lines. 

At present. courses in agriculture 
may be taken at Camp Gordon, Camp 
Bragg, Camp Jackson, Camp Pike, 
Camp Benning and Camp Lee. - 

Already the schools at Camp Gordon 
have begun to attract quite favorable 
attention. Governor Dorsey has re- 


cently written a letter of sanction to 
the authorities at the camp commend- 
ing the work carried on there, as be- 
ing especially praiseworthy, since it 


placed an education within reach of 


the average boy who has not sufficient 
funds with which to take a college 


course. 
When a student begins the course 
in agriculture he gets not merely an 
idea of general farm work, but Is 
taught the theory of farming, from a 


standpoint of producing crops on the 
one hand and marketing on the other. 
And why not? But for the fact that 
the average farmer is the poorest sort 
of business maft they would be, as a 


class, the richest peoplé in America. 
In no country are hig pfodticts worth 
s0 much monéy, whiJe his profit is 
greatest, derived from production, the 
basis of all real profit. 

In agriculture, the farm is to be di- 
vided into several sections, and diver- 
sified afd alternating crops will be 


taught with a view to producing the 


maximum from a plat of ground with- 
out depleting the producing power. of 
the soil. In this section of the coun- 
try, almost any crop can be grown suc- 
cessfully. Fortunately, there are al- 
ready on the old Morris farm a.num- 
ber of fruit trees, so that work in hor- 
ticultture will not be delayed for the 
planting of a new orchard. A special 
piece of ground is set aside for truck: 
ing and gardening. 

Two. tractors are now on the farm, 
with other machinery essential to 
modern farming. 

PRACTICAL RESULTS 


ARE ATTAINED. 
As a recent example of what can be 


done in this school, a soldier at Camp 
xordon was furloughed to the reserve 
about six weeks ago. Going to Kan- 
gas, he writes that he is now driving 
a tractor on a farm at a very hand- 
some salary, and estimates that his 
earning capacity has been increased 
at least 60 per cent, although he has 
attended the army school in aiomo- 
bile and tractor work only about four 
months, having returned from over- 
seas late last summer with the Fifth 
division, which is now stationed at 
Gordon. 

For the course in animal husbandry, 
very closely coordinated with the ag- 
ricultural work, ten head of horses of 


the best stock available have been se 
lected, together wigh ten head of dali 
cattle and ten head of beef cattle, sev- 


eral head of hogs of four bre@ds, five 
or six strains of poultry and ten 
hives of bees, providing an interesting 
course of study with sufficient theo- 
retical work along with the practical 
to give the student a well-rounded 
knowledge of his work, and with these 
as a basis special attention is being 
paid to breeding, and later in the 
course to marketing live stock. 

Several bead of sheep are being in- 
troduced in an effort to revive interest 
in the much-needed production of this 
animal. 

It may be difficult for the average 
man to conceive the sriappy soldier 
of the drill ground being interested in 


the breeding of horses, sheep, ‘hogs 
and the like, but that these studies are 


of much interest to soldiers is evi- 
dencged by the enthusiasm which was 
present at a “hog killing” in a middle 
western camp not many weeks since. 
The soldiers of this camp had taken a 
buncn of shoats a few months ago, 
and under the instruction of experts 


had fed and fattened them until] the 


stage was reached where the pigs 
were butchered, cut up and =9sold, 
And the class at Gordon will show 


even a greater interest, for a great 


many recruits who are now coming 
into the army are attracted by the ed- 
ucational features which are offered 
as part of the work of the soldier. 

Several southern authorities on live 
stock have been called into confer- 
ence by the educational and recrea- 
tional officer in the selection of the 
material for the beginning of the 
school, and few schools provide as 
great scope of practical study and as 
much material as are offered at Gor- 
don. P 
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rapidly downward to the middle of the falls 
about 300 yards away.

they become dislocated, thus preventing them 
from tearing the silk and making it possible to 
use the umbrella even when one or more are 
dislocated. 


How Vaccines Confer 


Immunity 


[* am article on vaccines and their limitations, 

in the Journal of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, Dr. A. M. Moody of Chicago gives this 
description of how vaccines work: 

“It is supposed, and to some extent known, 
that foreign protein substances or cells intro- 
duced into the body of an anime will be de- 
stroyed by something within the fluids, tissues or 
ieucocytes of that animal. Undoubtedly this sub- 
stance is of the nature of a ferment. It is known 
that repeated injections of certain of these bodies, 
as certain types of bacteria, will raise the power 
of the animal’s resistance to this particular type 
or cell so that large numbers may be introduced 
without harmful results. Furthermore, these 
substances seem to be specific for this particular 
erganism. Such an animal is then considered 
to be immune to this type of infection.” 

There is evidence that in some cases immuniza- 
tion against one organism increases resistance 
to other types of infection, but this varies greatly 
in different persons. All persons cannot be im- 
munwed and many bacteria are incapable of pro- 
ducing any reaction on the part of the host to 
»roduce specifio bodies capable of destroying 
these organisms. 

It takes from eight to ten days to several weeks 
to produce immunity, and this immunity lasts 
for periods varying from a few weeks to several 
years. 

Among the diseages in which .vaccines are 
valuable are boils and acne; they have little 
value in infections of the bones and walled cav- 
ities and do harm in acute infections and in- 
fectious ERERORN,

AINS in the muscles, often mistaken for neu- 
ralgia, often miscalled rheumatism, some- 
times simulating sciatica or angina pectoris, are 
a suffering which most of us undergo at some 
time, especially as we grow older, and it is well 
to know something about them. Dr. J. Madison 


Taylor, professor of applied therapeutics at Tem- 
ple University, Philadelphia, had an article ‘in 
the Lancet (London) recently in which he told 
how these muscular pains might be differentiated 
ae ether troubles and also cured. 

. Tayler says these pains are caused by 
Pe a which is really a condition in which 
the fibres of the muscles become thickened with 
connective tissue, which makes them stiff and 
less pliant than usual, thereby pressing when 
moved on the nerves that pass through them. 
The trouble is not with the nerve, but with the 
muscle. ; 

If it were in the nerve (neuralgia), painful 
points could be found along its course, especially 
where it emerges from bone. In the muscles 
(myalgia), the pain is in the body of the muscle, 
especially at ite thinnest part, where most ex- 
panded. 


“Favorite seats of myositic thickenings are the 
head (scalp), neck, in and about the knee, hip, 
shoulder and ankles, wherever muscles overlap: 
inside of the,elbow; insertion of the pectoralis 
major; the latissimus dorsi into humerus, the 
interecostals is the abdomina! wall, the crest of 
the ilia, the glutei,” writes Dr. Taylor. “Indeed, 
the buttocks are a fertile ground of fibromyositic 
complexities variously named, but always hinder- 
ing locomotion. 

“The means of diagnosing latent forms of 
fibromyositis is largely by expert tactile apper- 
ception (an educated finger-tip). 
cure lie in two directions—digestive regulation 
and the varied resources of reconstructive meas- 
ures. Especially useful are heat, pressure, manip- 
ulation, separation of fibres by hand or counter- 
irritation by blistering or cautery. Indeed, if the 
condition has lasted long and complications have 
progressed far enough there is only one reliable 
means of emancipation—viz., through the re- 
sotirces of revised conduct, personal hygiene, im- 
proving habits, notably by attention to skin and 
muscle training, passive and active.” 

When it comes to treatment, massage by a rea! 
expert is necessary. The muscle must be forced

to empty itself of vitiated blood and lymph, but 
the massage, which will be painful at first, must 
not be continued more than two or three min- 
utes at a time and repeated two or three times 
after a rest. It may be repeated the same or 
the following day, according to the “soreness” 
produced. And the patieat must follow up the 
massage with active movements of the part. 

Dr. Taylor holds it to be bad advice to tell a 
patient to make no movement which causes pain. 
“The truth is,” he says, “when a movement 
causes pain that movement should be repeated 
with increasing force.” 

And the skin must be educated by friction with 
a dry towel on rising and going to bed, and by 
alternations of heat and cold as by hot and cold 
douches. 

Sometimes strong counter-irritants such as 
blisters or cauteries are needed; sometimes 
freezing or idoine. Thorough colon irrigation is 
important, and the patient must be taught to eat 
and drink and practise hygienic habits essential 
to his particular constitution. He must also be 
urged to lead a life that will keep his brain and 


body in useful activity. 


Drill That Is Also a Tapping Press 


— drill chuck and tapping ma- 
chine that has just been put on the market 
is a highly interesting device, as it really takes 
the place of two machines. Its inventor is Will- 
iam Landau of New York. 

This machine is operated either by motor or 
steam, @ one-quarter h. p. motor being large 
enough. It is a novelty to machinists to have one 
machine that will drill at high speed or tap screw 
threads at low speed, for, of course, tapping can- 
not be done at anything like the speed used in 
drilling. 

The feature is the head, which has two prin- 
cipal component members-—-a stationary upper 
member rigidly attached to the driller standard 
and a rodtable lower member which carries four 
spindles. Each spindle has an independent means 
of adjustment for depth of feed. The lower mem-

ber is rotated by a collar and handle so quickly 
and easily that when one chuck has done its 
work the next may be brought into place in a 
fraction of a second. A centring device inside the 
Read prevents the feed lever from operating un- 
til it is in perfect alignment with the operating 
spindle. When the operatioi is completed and 
the feed lever is in its original posiiton the cluteh 
automatically releases. 

When the tapping spindle is brought into play 
the speed is reduced ‘automatically, so that no 
change of gears is necessary. The speed at the 
drill chucks can be varied to 650 R. P. M, 1,100 
R. P. M. or 1,800 R. P. M., while the tapping 
speeds are 110 R. P..M., 190 R. P. M. and 310 
R. P. M., and the withdrawing speeds 165 R. P. 
M., 275 R. P. M. and 450 R. P. M. It will take

is 0 to 1-4 inch. 


Home Treatment for Pimples 


ERHAPS the most trying of the minor ail- 
ments that affect the human body is com- 

mon acne, which manifests itself in blackheads 
and pimples that sometimes spoil the fairest of 
faces and often leave behind them a pitted skin 


that suggests smallpox. 

Acne needs the attention of a skin specialist, 
but there are many things the sufferer can do at 
home that will materially help the treatment. 
Dr. Oscar L. Levin, dermatologist of several of 
the important hospitals of New York, read an 
article on ache and its treatment at a recent 
meeting of the Eastern Medical Society. In this 
he described the most effective method of curing 
the trouble. 

First in importance is the diet. This, he said, 
“is made almost carbohydrate free even in those 
cases with an acidosis. Sugar, candy, cake, pies, 
pastries, puddings, jam, jelly, cocoa, potatoes, 
cereals and sweet fruits are forbidden. Hard, 
irritating and fried foods are interdicted, as they 
interfere with proper digestion. Spices and con- 
diments, alcoholic and stimulating beverages are 
also prohibited, as they tend to cause reflex dila- 
tation of the cutaneous vessels and thus increase 


the congestion of the skin. To summarize, it 


-may be stated that the diet should be low in car- 


bohydrates, non-irritating and plain. 

“Milk, cream, fermented milks and vegetables 
should constitute the main foods. Meat or fish 
once a day, cheese, coo] soups without flour, fruit 
that is not sweet and six slices of bread, each 
half an inch thick, eopmplete the diet and suffice 
to provide ample nourishment as well as satisfy 
the patient’s appetite and whims. 

“Meals should be eaten slowly and at stated 
times during the day and the food masticated 
thoroughly. Large quantities of water should be 
taken at regular intervals during the da»? aid 
elimination through the kidneys and the skin. 
Most acne patients should be overfed, and those 
who are under weight should be advised to drink 
three eggnogs daily independent of meals.” 

When the patient is.anaemic she must have 
plenty of fresh air, sunlight, bathing, sleep and 
exercise, but should avoid overexertion. S§She 
should take also such medicines as are pre- 
scrirbed by her physician, and no others. 

Local treatment depends on the seriousness of 
the case and calls for faithfulness and perse- 
verance on the part of both patient and doctor. 
Few persons are cured unless the physician per-

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‘2 rozen Coal Thawed by 
Blow Torch 


SONS who have had coal delivered during 
the recent cold spell may have noticed that 
it contained partly burned pieces. These are 


‘due to the thawing out of coal. 


Every carload that arrived several weeks 
was frozen solid and req considerable time 
to thaw and unload. For this purpose various 
means are used, such as byilding wood fires 
under the cars, steam jets, few, if any, of these 
cars having been unloaded _ 
by means of steam rooms. | 


A large-flame blow torch, burning kerosene, 
is shown in the accompanying picture. The 
spreading flame from this torch is approximately 
36 inches long and may be directed underneath 


»the frozen hopper doors and the ice removed, 


enabling the doors to swing open. This same 
torch may also be used to thaw out the frozen 
coal by directing the flame under the open hop- 
per, thus creating a spreading heat over Ahe~ 
bottom of the car. 

The steam thus created percolates upward 
through the entire mass, allowing the coal to un- 
luad. With this method forty-ton chestnut cars 
are thawed out and unloaded within two hours. 


What's the Matter With 
' the Toothbrush? 


vet 3 HE toothbrush was never used so much 

as at the present time, and yet the teeth 
of mankind were never 80 bad,” remarks the 
New York Medical Journal. The toothbrush was 
originally a polisher, but more recently it has 
come to be used as a cleanser of the teeth. But 
listen to this: 


“Once decay has taken place, however, the use 
of the toothbrush is about as unscientific a pro- 
cedure as could well be imagined. The brush is 
rubbed vigorously over decayed surfacés and then 
just as vigorously over teeth as yet unaffected. 
We knaw that tooth decay is due to bacteria, and 
it is easy to understand that once there was even 
a slight cavity in any of the tooth surfaces, the 
brush would become thoroughly infected with 
bacteria and carry these all around-the mouth. 
Wherever there was a cracg in the enamel bac- 
‘teria would be rubbed in. 

“Once there is an infection in the mouth the 
tooth brush carries it all over and particularly 
rubs it into the edge of the gums just where, be- 
cause of the pressure of the tooth itself, circula- 
tion may be slightly interfered with and resistive 
vitality is lowered. Rather coarse brushes are 
used, cold water is often recommended to keep 
the bristles good and stiff, and it is easy to under- 
stand how many slight injuries of the thin edge 
of the gums where they come up to the neck of 
the tooth must necessarily be inflicted. Into all 
of these the toothbrush rubs indiscriminately 
whatever bacteria it may have gathered anywhere 
throughout the mouth, and it is no wonder that 
receding gums and the collection of tartar be- 
neath the gums is one othe special mouth 
troubles of our time and is causing the loss of 
a great many teeth.” 

The Medical Journal does not, however, con- 
demn the toothbrush outright, but leaves the 
question for its readers to think about. 


To Drill Holes in Glass 


4 using a combination of turpentine and 
camphor, glass may be drilled with a com- 

mon drill, says Everyday Engineering. When the 
point of the drill comes through the hole should 
be warked with the end of a three-cornered file, 
having edges ground sharp. Use the corners of 
the file to scrape rather than as a reamer. Great
